IT IS ORDERED:
1. Daniel Rau, independent contractor, be allowed to work as an
English<>Mandarin contract court translator during the period of July 1,

2013 through June 30, 2014.

2. Daniel Rau, independent contractor, be compensated at the rate of
$0.15 per source word.

3. Daniel Rau, independent contractor, abide by the Code of Ethics and
Standards of Conduct for Court Interpreters established by this Court.
